B President Frederick P. Fish in the 
annual report of the American Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Company, which 
has just been issued, shows that the Bell 
telephone companies had a total of 3,068.,- 
833 telephone etations in the United 
States at the end of the year 1906, as 
against 2,528,715 stations at the close 
of 1905. There were in use, for exchange 
and toll gervice, 7,468,905 miles of wire 
of which 1,688,937 miles were added qur- 
ing the year, these figures not including 
th mileage of wire operated by subli- 
censee compenies. In ¥906 the Bell com- 
panies handled a daiW average of |6,- 
940,000 connections,” or at the rate of 
about 5,455,000,000 per year, Befng sixty- 
four telephone calls for each man, wom- 
an and child in the United States. There 
Was expended by the Beil companies in 
the United States for new construction, 
including exchanges, toll lines, land and 
buildings, %$79,366,949, as against $50,-

penditures upon the properties during the 
seven yearg beginning with 1900 has been 
$298,914,255. { 
During the year the Bell companieg in 
the United States offset the depreciation 
which would otherwise have taken place 
in the value of the Ines ang equipment 
by expending $32,814,568 for maintenance 
and renewal of plant.

THE PLAYGROUND MOVEMENT. 
Since the congestion of our large cities 
not only throws the child and young 
man on the street for recreation, but 
through this tends to make his energy 
expend itself in ways inimical to the in- 
fividual and the state, as, for example, 
in street ‘‘gangs,’’ the Playground Asso- 
clation affirms belief that the main- 
tenance of playgrounds is not a matter 
of ornamental philanthropy, but is a 
| part of the system of education of the 
state, and necessary to the development 
of the whole nature and not of the mind 
| only, and that it is the duty ofthe state 
to insure and mainte2in such piaygrounds. 
It views with deep concern the loss of 
initiative in play of the children of the 
nation in large cities and small, and in 
the country, and therefore affirms the 
| necessity not only of providing place and 
| space, but equipment, and more especially 


its 


/} once more to depend upon their own iIn- 
itiative. 

It will seek to develop training of di- 
rectors who shall be suited to direct the 
play of boys and girls of different ages 
and periods of life, and according to the 

needs of age and period, which it con- 
ceives to differ funfamentally. 

Since less attention has been paid to 
'the need of the girls, it will seek to de- 
velop and give especial attention to this 
department. 

The association further believes that 
many physically defective, as, for exam- 
ple, the blind and crippled, are rendered 
more unhappy and helpless than need be 
through the lack of physical exercise and 
free play, and it urges the necessity and 
desirability of giving greater opportunity 
to these groups for play.

As cities have neighborhood, district 
and city parks, so the child needs school 
and neighborhood playgrounds, district 
playgrounds, and city commons and pa- 
rate grounds and athletic fields. The 
farmer allows one acre for 160 chickens. 
A city acre, 20 feet by 217 feet, may 
provide a schoo] or neighborhood play- 
ground for 1,000 or |5,000 children. 

The association believes that every 


city should provide and own a play- 
ground within walking distance of 


every child; that the usefulness of such 
a playground shou be enlarged by 
the addition of aplayground building, 
combining a gymnasium, an audito- 
rium, a playroom, a library, baths, 
etc.: that separate athletic fields should 
be provided for older boys; that, where 
large numbers of children are gath- 
ered in a public playground, super- 
vision and direction of their play is 
essential; that the number of directors 
should never be less than three, and, 
when practicable, should be increased 
to five; that one of 
should be a trained kindergartner, and 
the others should be gymnasium-train- 
ed men and women for the elder boys 
and girls respectively: that a system 
of playgrounds should be allied with 
a system of playschools, or 
vaeation schools, so0 that 
developed in the playground shall 
turned towards skill in the play 
dustries.

FRESIDENT’S MESSAGE TO 
CHILDREN ON ARBOR DAY 


| President Roosevelt has addressed 
'**To the School Children of the United 
|States” a message on the significance 
lof Arbor day, which during the month 
| of April is celebrated in many of the 
| States. The massage is as follows: 
“To the School Children -of the 
(United States: Arbor aay (which 
means simply ‘tree day’) is now ob- 
served in every states of the union— 
and mainly in the schools. At various 
times from January to December, but 
chiefly in this month of April, you 
give a day or part of a day to special 
exercises and perhaps to actual tree 
planting, in recognition of the import- 
ance of trees to us as a nation, and of 
what they yield in adornment, con- 
fort and useful products to the com- 
‘munities in which you live. 
| “It ia well that you should celebrate 
(your Arbor day thoughtfully, for with- 
in your lifetime the nation’s need of 
trees will become serious. We of an 
oider generation can get along with 
what we have, though with growing 
hardship, but in your full manhood and 
womanhood you will want what na- 
ture once bountifully Supplied and we 
thoughtlessly destroyed, and because 
of that want you will reproach us, 
not for what we have used but for 
what we have wasted. For the nation, 
as for the man or woman and the boy 
or girl, the road to success is the 
right use of what we have and .the 
improvement of present opportunity. 
If vou neglect to prepare yourselves 
now for the duties and responsibilities 
which will fall upon you later; 
do not learn the things which you will 
need to know when your school 
are ver, you will suffer the 
quences. So any nation which in its 
youth lives only for the day, reaps 
without sowing, and consumes without 
husbanding, must expect the penalty 
of the prodigal whose labor could with 
difficulty find him the bare means of 
life.

Upon a sandy knoll they 
erected a pillar, on which were engraved 
ine coat of arms of France, as a memo- 
rial of their discovery. Coasting still 
further north they entered Georgia, and 
as they explored they gave to our rivers 
appropriate as well as beautifu] French 
names. St. Mary, they called the Seine; 
the Satilla, Somne; the.Altamaha, Loire; 
Newport, Charente; St. Catherine inlet, 
Caronne; Osabeau sound, Gironde, and 
the Savannah was La Grande. 

Having examined the islands and coun- 
try’ between St. Helena sound and Port 
Reyal, Jean Ribault determined to build 
a fort and leave a colony near the spot 
cn which Beaufort now stands. This 
first European fort built in our . union 
Was named, in honor of the king of 
France, Charles Fort. The little colony 
found alone could not exist in the new 
world alone and unaided, and all the na- 
tive Indians gave them food and sought 
finally obliged to return to France. 

Coligni, though twice disappointed in 
his colonial designs, still clung to his 


purpose and, obtaining from the young 
king three ships and 560,000 crowns, 
placed a second expedition under Rene de 
Loudonnier, who sailed for Florida in 
April, 1564, reaching the shore in June. 
In seeking a place to settle they visited 
which 
flows through Ware, Wayne and Camden 
countes.  Heré they cast anchor and 
went ashore to make discoveries. The 
s‘tlement was finally made on the St. 
Jonns, where they erected their triangu- 
lar fortress. This was also named in 
honor of King Charles, 
Caroline.

Barbers Prepare Legisla- 
tion To Remedy Ex- 
isting Evils in Their 
Trade. 


NE of the most important measures 
that will come up for considera- 


’ tion at the next session of the 
Georgia legislature ig a bill to regulate 


the conditions existing in the 
trade in this etate 


The measure asks that a board of ex- | 
amisers, to be chosen from leading ber- | 
bers of the state, be appointed by the | 


governor, said board to act in the same 


capacity to the applicants for barber | 
privileges as the medical] board anu dental | 


board does to the applicants for the re- 
spective professions. 

Every barber who holds a position will 
be registered, just as physiciang are re- 
quired to register. The applicant must 
pasg the examination of the board be- 
fore he will be entitlegq to hold a post- 
tion at his trade. The examinations will 
be held four times a year. 

What the Bill Will Do. 

The passage of such a measure wil] be 
of great benefit to the great army of 
patrons. Each barber holding a certifi- 
cate must be a master of his profession. 

The rules and reguilattong governing the 
shops will be placed in a prominent po- 
Sition fn said shops, and will be rigidly 
. enforced. Only high grade soaps and 
toilet appurtenances will be used, and 
all unsanitary and displeasing conditions 
will be done away with. There will be 
Only first-class shops with men employ- 
ed in them doing first-class work, and 
ethe hygienic gain will be great. 

The measure [{s just as much to the In- 
terest of the journeyman barber ag to 
the master barber, and both organiza- 
tions have worked on the enactment of 
such a law. The committee having the 
measure directly in charge is composed 
of S$. C. Will, B. B. Limbaugh, C. A. 
Pitts, W. A. Glanone and 1% G. Ricketts, 
of the master barbers’ association, and 
R. H. Brown, R. E. Rollins, Arthur Ar- 
dery, W. D. Johnson and J. A. Mfller, of 
the journeymen. These employees have 
served a long and arduous apprentice- 
ship, and they are deeply interested in 
the passage of. the measure. 

Union Growing Rapidly. 


The Journeyman Barbers’ Union is 
growing apace, seven new members hav- 
ing been received and initiated at the 
last meeting. There are now twenty bar- 
ber shops in the city displaying the union 
card. The union hae enrolled one hun- 
dred members. <A year ago ffere were 
only seven shops displaying the unton 
curd, and only forty-five barbers were 
in the union. 

Arthur Ardery, the president of 
union, is an ardent man, being 
vice president of the Atianta Federation 
of Trades. He has been a resident of 
Atlanta only about a year and a half, Sut 
has established himself among the rep- 
resentative labor men of the city. Mr. 
Ardery is an employee of the Limbaugh 
shop.

Duin, April 20.—During last year a 
total of 35.918 Irishmen and Irish: wom- 
en Teft their native land to seek fame 
and fortune abroad. This number was 
4,746 more than in 1905, and is note- 
worthy in view of the fact that it ils 
the first time for five years that an 
increase has to be recorded. 

Since 1893 the highest total for any 
one year has heen 48,703, and the lowest 
was in 1905, when 30,676 was the total. 
In the previous fifteen years the highest 
total was |08,724, and the lowest 47.068. 

Since !85! the total number of Irish 
emigrants has been 4,063,933, almost 
equal to the present population of the 
country, and equal to an average exodus 
of over 72,000 a year, or an average for 
the entire period of more than double 
the total emigration last year. Thus it 
becomes. evident that the very heavy 
drain to which the country has so long 
been subject is steadily decreasing.

About Educational Provisions. — 

The educetional provisions of the 
present law are excellent and the stand- 
ard should not be lowered in this re- 
gard. The law, however, would be made 
much more effective if it were made 
the duty of the school authorities to issue 
the certificates as to the age and literacy 
of the children. With no birth registra- 
tien law, the achool registers are per- 
haps the best means we now have of ob-, 
taining the true ages of the children, as 
there is generally no temptation to mis- 
state the age of the child when he en- 
ters school. And the teacher is bést 
qualffied to state whether the child has 
attended schoo) according to the law and 
whether children ‘under !4 years of age’ 
can read ahd write the simple sentences 
that .are required under the present 
statute. - 

This is the- minimum of legislation for 
which the friends of the children should 
contend before the coming: legislature. If 
the legislature should show a disposition 
to go beyond these suggestions, of course 
it will be so much the better. But this 
much is practical and reasonable and 
could. work no inajury to, the manufactur- 
ing interests. | 

A welcome addition to child labor 
legislation would, of course, ‘be a com- 
pulsory education law. The North Caro- 
lina legislature, with the hearty approval 
of the Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of that state, has enacted a compul- 
sory education law, the provisions of the 
law to be applied by each school district 
in the state which votes to come under 
its Operation. From previous arguments 
on this subject we understand that the 
cotton manufacturers of Georgia have 
several times put themselves on record 
as favoring a compulsory education law. 
It would answer the old objection that 
the children should not be turned out of 
the mill into the streets. Of course they 
should be turned into the schools 
wherever possible, 

The proposed enactment of a suffrage 
amendment to the constitution with an 
educational requirement for the suffrage 
renders it more imperative that our white 
children of tdday, who are the citizens 
of tomorrow, should be given a sufficient 
education to fit them for this duty of 
citizenship

“Captain John Felton was born July 
31, 1790, in Wilkeg county, Georgia. His 
parents moved to Oglethorpe county when 
he was about three years old. 

‘“‘He volunteered for the war of (i8/2, 
when he was 2 years old, in a company 
raised in’Oglethorpe, of which Mr. Owens 
was elected captain and Mr. Felton was 
elected first leutenant. The ‘eorgia 
troops rendezvoused at Fort Hawkins on 
the banks of the Ocmulgee river, near 
the present site of Macon. yenera] John 
Floyd was placed in command and about 
1,500 Georgia soldiers crossed the Chat- 
tahoochee river at the present site of 
Columbus, and a few miles beyond they 
built Fort Mitchell. Still advancing into 
the hostile Indian region, they camped 
one night near Cualjbbee swamp. The 
troops built camp firés and went to sleep 
in fancied gecurity. 

“About an hour before day the Indians

SOME SCHOOL CONDITIONS | 
WHICH DEMAND ATTENTION 


REPORT upon school work end 
conditions as observed in na 
counties of Coffee, Morgan, Rock- 

dale, Union and Wayne has just been 
published by State School Commissioner 
W. B. Merritt for the purpose of calling 
attention to the carelessness and indif- 
ference with which the state’s educa- 
tional system is viewed in certain sec- 
tions of the state and urging the neces- 
sity for general improvement. ‘ 

It must not be understood that all of 
the schools of these counties show back- 
ward and dilatory tendencies any more 
than that all of the schools of other 
counties of the state are thoroughly up 
to standard. There are deficiencies met 
with in almost every county; inspections 
recently made in the counties in question 
were taken as examples. 

The report upon the schools of Mor- 
gan county is made Dy Superintendent G. 
Cc. Adame, who visited three types of 
schools. The first of these, the Bostick 
consolidated and graded school, was 
found to be a very good type of the best 
rural schools of the county. The chief 
deficiency noted was in the spelling of 
the pupils. Out of ten common words 
only two pupils in the seventh grade 
spelled correctly @8 Many as seven, and 
there was not a pupil in the class who 
could spell “judgment” or “deferred.” 

The next school visited waa the Rock 
Spring school, in charge of an earnest, 
cultured woman, one who “was doing 
her Best with some thirty-six lessons a 
day.’"’ The pupils averaged at least a 
year older than in the same grades in 
the Bostick school. The _ teacher, of 
course, had more than she could proper- 
ly and carefully do, and the situation 
resolved itself into the pupils.absorbing 
what they could from their books. Here 
the pupils were found deficient in arith-. 
metic and spelling.

The an- 
swer wae $2, and not me in the class 
knew until he was led into it.” 

Similar reporte were made with regard 
to the sechoole of the other counties 
named. In some instances the ventilation 
and sanitary conditions were shown to 
be bad; teachers were sometimes found 
to be incompetent to handle children, ex- 
hibiting lack of patience and occasional- 
ly lack of sufficient knowledge. 

The pamphiet is replete with illustra- 
tions of the various school houses visited 
in these counties, and there are a dozen 
of them which would not be used ag ne- 
gro cabins. and some of them which 
would be discarded even as atables or 
outhouses, 

Commissioner Merritt has placed this 
pamphlet before the people as an ap- 
peal to them to take hold of these con- 
ditiong and see that they are remedied.

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‘ TREASURE VALUED AT $30,000,000 | 
_ SOUGHT BENEATH OCEAN 


Special Cable. } 
ndon, April 20.—To recover some $30.- | 


600,000 worth of sunken treasure off the 
coast of south and east Africa is the ob- 
ject of a remarkably well-equipped ex- 
pedition which sailed from London a few 
days ago. Romantic quests of this kind 
are not uncommon even in this prosaic 
age, but this one differs from its many 
predecessors in the fact that it is backed 
and financeqd by hard-headed English 
business men who don't invest in any- 
thing unless they are convinced they | 
#tand an excellent chance of getting a 
very good return for thcir money. | 

It was Captain C. A. R. Gardiner who | 
convinced them. It was a tough job, but | 
Captain Gardiner has tackled many 
tough jobs in his time and glories in 
them. He is an Englishman who began 
life as a midshipmate in the British navy 
and. was tn the ‘‘well done Condor.” 
which won such renown for her com- 
mander, Lord Charles Beresford, at the 
bombardment of Alexandria. Finding af- 
ter that, that: service in the British navy 
offered scant prospects of more fighting, 
Captain Gardiner resigned and enlisted in 
the Chilian navy for tne war against | 
Peru. Thereofter he devoted § several | 
vears of his life to, hunting trouble, He | 
took service in the Chinese navy when | 
the war agai Japan was on and of 
course turned up in time for the Boer 
war. 

But jit was in that go-ahead d cos- 
mopolitan city, Ban Francisco, that he 
added=to his many accomplishments the 
art of talking over capitalists.

$100,000 in silver.

Middleberg, which was scuttled in Sal- 
danha bay to avoid capture In 1714. Old 
records show that she had on board 
doubloons to the value of $100,000, 200 
cases of china, which has since greatly

The Aberdeen White Star: boat Ther- 
mopylae, wrecked in 1/898.

He 
hurried home bent on advising his 
brother to surrender and stand his 
triai. ‘ Alas! while the brothers were 
conversing, a gendarme surprised them 
and raised his rifle to cover Antonio. 
The hot Corsican blood was fired in an 
instant. Jacques, the future priest, 
seized a gun and the rash gendarme 
was a dead man. There were now two 
outlaws instead of one. 

Then began a merciless pursuit, the 
two brothers being hunted down like 
wild beasts for more than forty vears. 
Columns of gendarmes and soldiers 
were over and over again dispatched 
against them. Their property was con- 
fiscated, their flocks \sold, at one time 
or another all their velatives impris- 
oned on the charge of aiding, abetting 
and harboring them, but all in vain.

Clark Russell's novels contain no 
|more thrilling tale of the sea than that 
'told by Captain Ree. He is a young 
and sturdily-built Norwegian, with 
fair, curly locks and features which at 
j}once disclose his nationality. Since 
childhood he has been at sea, with the 
exception of six months, when, strange 
to say, he was a newspaper artist in 
Philadelphia. And now, at the early 
age of 25, he is the captain of a ship- 
wrecked crew, after crowding into the 
last ten weeks more stirring incicgents 
than usually fall to the lot of a sailor 
in a lifetime. 
How the Story Runs. 

Hiis story runs like this: The Nor- 
| wegian bark Catherine, under his com- 
|mand, was on a sealing expedition in 
Antarctic regions. On the Ist of De- 
,cember last the vessel lay at anchor 
in American Bay, Possession island. 
This is one of the barren and rocky 
members of the Crozet group way to 
the south of the Indian ocean, within 
the zone of floating ice from the Polar 
region. While the bay offered a good 
shelter from westerly winds, it was 
open to the east and when a gale 
Sprung up from that quarter without 
Warning, the small ship was at its 
mercy. The anchors dragged and the 
Ship was soon thrown against an un- 
charted rock. The crew haé barely 
taken to the boats when a monstrous 
Sea dashed their abanconed vessel to 
pieces. Their own boats came within 
an ace of being swamped, but as they 
neared the beach a huge wave landed 
them high and dry on the island. There 
they watched their broken vessel. with 
all their provisions, toss about in the 
angry waters. 

The raging storm, as if to tantalize its 
victim, threw small pieces of the wreck- 
age On to the shore. Plunging into the 
surf, the men secured what large pieces 
they could and later built a crude hut. A 
search of the island disclosed a store of 
provisions which had been left there by 
a British warship twenty-seven years 
before. The tins of preserved meat were 
a mass of rust, the biscuits had turned 
green, and the flour was in a rotten 
siate. But desperate hunger did not de- 
spise these things. They might as well 
die of poisoning as _ starvation. The 
mouldy flour was made into pancakes, 
and mixed with penguin soup. Seals as 
well as penguins were found to be plenty, 
but as a steady diet only famished men 
would adopt it. 

From the first the captain had held 
that their only hope of ever béing de- 
livered from this terrible plight was for 
some of the party to get out in a boat 
on the four thousand miles voyage to 
Australia, and if saved, send some ship 
to rescue those left behind. The crew 
regarded the scheme as a crazy one. 
There wasn’t. one chance in a hundred, 
they said, of the little boat surviving 
such an ocean journey, to say nothing of 
the men living to navigate it so far. But 
as day after day passed without a sail 
being sighted, they gradually came round 


en 


other hope of escape for them. It was 
agreed that two of the men who like 
him were unmarried, should accompany 
him on the desperate venture. 

With Little Hope. 

‘With little hope of our success,’ said 
Captain Ree, ‘‘the others finally fell to 
and prepared our little boat. The only 
tools saved from the wreck were an ax, 
a hammer and pair of tongs. With these 
a crude rudder was made and fitted to 
the 20-foot dory. We provisioned the 
little craft with seal meat and penguins 
for forty-five days. 

“On New Year's day, as nearly as we 
had counted the dreary days, our boat 
was launched. When goodbye had been 
said—and everyone felt that it was @ 
‘goodbye’ forever’—we pushed off to the 
northeast. At once we saw the danger of 
our undertaking. For nine days the 
weather was terrible, and at times we 
hardly knew whether we were inside or 
vutside the boat, as the seas flew over us 
and kept us drenched to the skin, and the 
cold was intense. After a month’s bat- 
tle, during which we had often surren- 
dered ourselves to fate and fal’.. to tne 
bottom of our tossing boat in utter ex- 
haustion and despair, we sightei a sail. 
We rallied what little strength we had, 
knowing that our rescue must be at 
hand or would never come, for we were 
neariy dead. We had already covered @ 
thousard miles. For two hours we were 
unnoticed, and as the Vessel kept on her 
course it seemed to ue that we were 
doomed. Then the ship—it was the 
Dutch bark De Ruyter—tacked and 
neaded our way. They had seen us and 
we were saved. You cannot imagine 
what it meant to us after the stubborn 
struggle we had made for life, and the 
}rescue we planned for the men whom we 
had left behing on the lonely island. We 
were taken aboard, and aftera time were 
brought back to life from our half-fro- 
gen and exhausted state, sufficiently to 
tell our story. 

Im Hard Case. 

“What would I not give at this mo- 
srent,’’ added the captain, ‘“‘to know that 
those eleven poor fellows could learn that 
we have been picked up and are back in 
Melbourne and that a vessel will be sent 
to rescue them. They have pienty of 
fresh water in the creeks on the island, 
znd, of course, they can live on seal and 
penguin for some time.

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FLYING MACHINE ENTHUSIAST 
TOOK LESSONS FROM HIS. FALCON 
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Special Cable. 

London, April 20.—‘‘All that I know 
of aerial navigation I owe to this bird. | 
If I win the big prize it will be be-. 
cause of what I have learned from it.” 

The speaker was M. Henri Bellamy, | 
a Frenchman who has come from Paris 
to compete for the prize of $50,000 of- 
fered by The London Mail for the first | 
fiying machine that succeeds in flying | 
from London to Manchester. As he 
Spoke he foncled a beautiful falcon | 
perched on his shoulder which fre- | 
sponded to his caresses with shrill | 
cries of delight. 

“I am convinced,” continued M. Bel- | 
lamy, “that the solution of the problem 
or aerial navigation lies in the study 
of bird flight. For fifteen years I 
have been studying the falcon under 
all sorts of conditions and trying to, 
evolve a machine which will repro- | 
duce as closely as possible his means | 
and method of locomotion.” 

The conversation took place at Wey- 
bridge, a short hour’s railway run | 
from Loncon, where, in a frame hut! 
of his own construction, the French- 
man is completing the airship with 
which he hopes to win both fame and | 
fortune. There ig little suggestive of | 
the typical Frenchman about him. He} 
is a latge man, 43 years old, with a 
big brown beard. By trade he Is a, 
machinist. His mentor. the falcon, | 
shares the hut with him and its his| 
constant.companion night and day. | 

The prospect of winning a rich prize. 
has brought many compeittors to} 
England from all parts of the earth, | 
but M. Bellamy was the first of them) 
to arrive. He brought with him a, 
flying machine which he had previous- 
ly exhibited at Milan and with which 
he claims to have made a successful 
flight of 500 yards. But it is an awk- | 
ward thing to transport and it is not 
to Fp wondered at that it was smashed 
in transit. He attracted considerable | 
attention as he rode through the 
streets of London with the wreck of 
it on top of a cab and his falcon | 
perched on his arm. The mishap did) 
not daunt: him in the least. He set 
to work immediately at Weybridge to 
construct another machine with many | 
improvements. which his experience 
had suggested. 

It is now nearly complgqted and with 
great pride he showed it to me in the 
hut. I must confess I could see little 
resemblance between it anc’ the shape- 
ly, graceful falcon. If there is any- 
thing about it suggestive of a bird it 
{fs a bird in a cage, for what cor- 
respond to the wines are enclosed in| 
& great framework of bamboo and 
wire. It hag a propeller in front and 
another in.the rear. Back of this lat- 
ter stretches an enormous three-cor- 
nered device which corresponds to the 
tail of a bird. A framework of bam- 
boo is supplied for the stretching of 
additional canvas to serve as aéero- 
planes should it be found necessary. A 
50-horse power petrol engine supplies 
the motor power. 

“From trials I have made at Milan 
and elsewhere,” said M. Bellamy, after 
explaining to me the various features 
of his machine, “I have goon grounds 
for the opinion that in ordinary 
weather my machine will lift four men 
of an average weight of 1I60 pounds 
each. In a high wind it will carry 
considerably more weight, I believe.” 

“If you had not told me so,” I ven- 
¢ured to tell M. Bellamy, “I shouwld 
never have known that your falcon 
hac served as your model.” 

“Model, perhaps, ts hardly the right 
word,” he answered, “for, of course, 
one cannot reproduce the motor power 
with which nature has equipped the, 
bird. One has to fall back on the 
petrol engine and hitch things up to 
it as best one can. But all the same, 
my falcon has been simply invaluable 
to me. The sweep of the wings in my 
flying machine’ correspon«a exactly 
with those of the falcon. But I must 
admit,” he added with a laugh, “that 
the falcon is a long way ahead of me 
Heretofore I have been able to 
fly only straight forward and at an 
ascending or descending angle. .I have 
been unable to turn. One must be 
able to turn readily before one can 
really navigate the alr. Simple ag it 
sounds. and easy as the bird does it, it 
eonstitutes one of the most difficult | 
achievements for a flying machine. | 
Rut I am introducing something in| 
this new machine that I think will go 
far towards solving that particular 
part of the problem.”

I believe will give me just'the Iifft I 
want to enable me to begin my flight 
clear of the ground.” 

M. Bellamy has unbounded confi- 
dence that the advent of the practical 
airship, in some form, is close at hand. 
“In the course of a few years,” he 
gaid, “reliable flying machines will be 
seen in large numbers. [ am not 
among those, however, who expect 
them to make terrific speed. Some- 
thing like 120 miles an hour, I should 
think, will be about the maximum.” 

M. Bellamy is not only one who be- 
lieves that the secret of aerial flight 
is to be learned only from the bird 
Jos® Weiss, a, well-known landscape 
artist in Englané and a member of the 
Aeronautical Society, has copied the 
bird, In form at least, far more closely 
than M. Bellamy. For eleven years he 
has been working on the problem, 
getting closer to the bird all the time. 
His perfected models have the wings, | 
the body, the tail, the neck and the, 
head of the bird.

British Censor Bars Opera From 
London Stage, 


Action Taken Lest Japan May 
Offended, and Great Britain Is 
Japan’s Ally—Theater Loss 
$25,000 by the Cen. 
sor’s Action.

London, April 20.—“Have nothing to 
say at present.” Such ts the highly sig- 
nificant text of a telegram just received 
from W. 8. Gilbert, the most famous 
comic librettist of his time. It is in an- 
ewer to a request to Mr. Gilbert at his 
country residence, Grimsdyke, for his 
views on the action of that amazing per- 
scn, the British stage censor in forbid- 
ding the revival at the London Savoy of 
the most famous of all the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas, ‘““‘The Mikado.” 

Possibly the fact that “The Mikado’’ 
has been thus forbidden may already

The 
source of these precious ‘“representa- 
tions’’ has not been disclosed, but it can 
only have been the stage censor, George 
Neéeford, who fn turn represents the lord 
chamberlain, the offiical whose word is 
law so far as productions on the British 
stage are concerned. No authorized ex- 
planation has been forthcoming, but {ft is 
generally assumed that the reason for 
this refusal to let Londoners hear “The 
M'kado” is political in its nature. 

Fears to Offend Japan 

As Americans do not need to bg told, 
England and Japan are allies at present, 
and presumably the powers that be im- 
agine that offense might be given to the 
oriental nation were ‘““The Mikado” al- 
lowed to 4Gisport himself again on the 
stage of the Savoy, as he did for some 
four hundred nights {n the glorious past 
of that theater. This decision has been 
reached, too, despite the fact that ‘The 
Mikado” represented in the world-sung 
cpera is not the present ruler of Japan, 
but only, one of his remote ancestors, and 
that the opera itself has been played 
constantly in the British provinces during 
the three years that the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance has lasted without any inter- 
national “‘incident’’ having resulted. 

Probably the difference to the mind of 
officialdom lies in the fact that the Sa- 
voy—where, after many years of waiting 
the famous operas which were originally 
played, there*are now being revived—is a 
‘West End’ house. Possibly the Japa- 
nese ambassador might have chanced to 
viit one of the performances. 

Horrors! No, goubt, however, the 
real reason for this act on the part 
of the lord chamberlain, is the ap- 
proaching visit to London of Prince 
Fushimi. who is coming to return that 
of Prince Arthur of Connaught to Ja- 
pan, but in the opinion of the London 
public—which badly wants to see “The 
Mikado” again, the possibility of this 
distinguished emissary’s taking um- 
brage at the “innocent merriment” of 
Mr. Gilbert is not great enough to 
warrant the abandonment of the prom- 
ised revival. 

For this is what it means—the pres- 
ent Gilbert and Sullivan season at the 
place of their ancient triumphs being 
strictly limited in point of time. In 
parenthesis, by the way, let it be saic 
that thus far the project of Mrs, D’Oy- 
ley Carte—who is, of course, the wiaow 
of the famous manager of the Savoy 
in the great days—has been the big- 
gest of successes. It was something 
of a question, it may be remembered, 
whether this would prove the case—a 
wood many folk believing that the fa- 
mous operas would be found to have 
suffered with age, but in spite of the 
rival attraction of modern comedy the 
Savoy has been crammed nightly ever 
Since the revivals began. The first 
one, by the way, was “The Yeoman of 
the Guard,” which Gilbert declares to 
be his personal favorite; then came 
“The Gondoliers,” and at present “Pa- 
tience’’.is the attraction.

Fed by Hot Sprisgs. 
Many of the oases! of the Sahara lie 
along dried-up water courses, which are 
flooded during a part of the year. Fig- 


‘uf’ is fea Dy hot springs, which rise out 


of a hill in almost the center, and are 
conducted by underground drains about 
a foot square, made of stones and ce- 
ment, through the fifteen or twenty thou- 
sand acres which are covered by these 
trees. Some of these springs are luke- 
warm and others have a temperature of 
about 100 degrees: Fabrenheit. 

There are seven villages fn the oasis, 
and the largest of these springs” are 
found in the date plantations on the high- 
lands of the town of El Abid, in about 
the center of the/oasis. Who first con- 
structed these underground drains which 
carry the water from level: to level no 
one seems to know. Mr. Pascalet has 
asked many of the Arabs, but their only 
reply is: “We do not know when they 
were built, but it was many, many years 
ago.” It may have been ‘two centuries 
ago, and {t may have been longer, but 
how -long no .one knows 

These drains are kept in order today, 
and new ones are constructed from time 
to time. There must be hundreds of 
miles of them. for they reach every 
part ofthe oasis, being connected in 
each of the village plantations by great 
reservoirs. where the water ig stored

| good-looking’ men in France and America, 
;and hence did not need to take home 
| pictures of the natives of tguig. 
Among the Date Plantations. 


Fifteen thousand acres is a pretty big 
| farm, and, as I estimate it, that is just 
about the extent of these oases. This 
| Figuig farm, however, is Hke nothing 
you can imagine. It is .divided up into 
| little; pens or gardens, each of’ which 
is.a-date plantation. Many of the hold- 
ings are not more than a quarter of an 
acfe in size, and each is surrounded by 
walls from eight to twelve feet in 
height. The walls are of sun-dried brick 
plastered with mud; and they usually 
face upon ‘the roads, so narrow that as 
I rode on my horse through them I could 
| easily touch the mud bricks on both 
| sides. Here and there, a wall-was broken 
‘at’the top and [.could look over and 
see the ‘date trees and the gardens 
| within.

date palms .reach high 
but other are not more 
height, and still they 
'bear :dates.. The trees are about eight 
inches !n diameter, and they seem to 
carry. an even thickness from the ground 
upward. The highest were, I judge, not 
over twenty feet tall. -At the top they 
| branch out in great fan-like green leaves, 
|and from. the roots of the leaves hang 
| the clusters of red’ and ‘yellow ‘dates. 
The fruit ts long, flat and smooth and of 
|much the same shape as aq butternut 

“ith°the shell on. I saw many clusters, 
,any one of which, I am sure, held a 
half busts’ of dates, and not a few trees 
' bore a half dozen clusters or more. 
| Somé of the dates are now ripe and we 
ate them fresh from the trees. They are 
as sweet as honey, and their flavor can- 
not .be.imagined- by those who have 
only tasted the .mushy black 
our grocery stores. 

Under these- palms, apricois, ‘peaches, 
pears, pomegranates ang other such fruits 
were ‘growing: and below them in some 
places, were vegetables, three crops be- 
ing’ produced the same soil at the 
same time. 

Outside the date plantations were unir- 
rigated. fields in which grain had been 
planted to take advantage of the slight 
rainfall which comes here-near the 
mountains during certain months of the 
year. I believe that these flelds are 
also .given some water from the springs. 

The Lamber of the Oasis. 

As we went on with our journey we 
could see how important the date palm 
is.to these people of the desert. It 
is',their bread, firewood and lumber. 
The: ‘ditches here and there crossed 
the’ streets and in such cases there 
were, bridges of palm wood. l ob- 
served the doors which go into the 
Walls .of the date’ gardens. Each has 
buf.one, and that not higher than my 
waist. Indeed some doors are so low

lose his bristles if he should try to go 
‘through thent. These 
palm planks; they are sawed out by 


date tree forms the pillars which up- 
hold the house roofs, it is used as 
beams and rafters and it is made into 
ladders for the watch towers. These 
towers are of mud brick, but there is 
more or less palm wovd in them, and 
the platforms, on which the spies sit 
at time of date harvest to guard the 
crop against thieves, are of the same 
material. 

I was much interested in the 
trees. They look ragged and rough. 
On the taller trees there are no leaves 
except the top, and I am told that each 
ring of bark represents a year’s 
growth. If this is true, many of the 
palms must be a century old. They 
begin to bear at ten or twelve years. 
The dates here are not as good as 
those of some other parts of the Sa- 
hara. There are better ones in Tuat. 
in Tougurt and in Biskra. I shal!

The Village Republic of Figuig.

the people of this out-of-the-way 
land. Each of these oases has i& lit- 
tle village, and every little desert 
settlement is a community of its own 
kind. The villages of Figuig are 
seven. The first and largest 
more than 3,000 people. It 
as Zenaga. The next largest is El 
Oudagahir, and the third is El Abid. 
which I described as having the hot 
springs and as furnishing water for 
the greater part of the Figufg plan- 
tations. In addition to these villages 
there are four others. They are named 
Kl Maiz Foukani, El Maiz, Tahtani, El! 
Hamman Foukani and El Hamman 
Tahtani. 

These seven Figuig villages have al- 
together about 15,000 inhabitants. They 
are separate towns, but together con- 
stitute a little United States of their 
own, with a congress but no president. 
Each village governs itself, and a com- 
mon council of the combined villages 
governs the oases. The village gov- 
ernments each consist of a council of 
seventeen members, five of whom are 
land owners and twelve of wFom are 
laborers. They are all elected by the 
people of the village. Three members 
of each council are elected to a gen- 
eral council of twenty-one, which 
.passes only upon matters which relate 
to the whole corporation of Figuig. 
The village councils regulate all things

As to matters of peace 
and war with villages outside Figuig, 
these are dealt with by the oasis coun- 
cil, and the same body regulates all 
matters regarding the water supply.

The town of Zenaga, which we next 
visited, was of about the same. char- 
acter as El Abid, save that its streets 
were a little wider and it had a bus- 
iness section. This ran. about a square 
which could not have covered more 
than a quarter of an acre. T have 
seen many a stable yard quite as 
large. Around this were a number of 
small stores with a motley crowd of 
Arabs shopping and chatting outside 
them. Some of the men were buying 
wool and others sugar and tea. The 
average store was not much bigger 
than a good-sized dog kennel and the 
customers stood in the street as they 
bargained. 

Here we left our horses in charge of 
the soldiers; and, at the suggestion 
of Mr. Pascalet, visited one of the 
principal citizens, a merchant of 
wealth. He was probably worth $500. 
We met our host In the square I have 
just referred to, and went with him 
to his house. We were told to walt 
a short time in the street outside that 
he might go in and tell his women 
to go to their own quarters as strange 
men were coming. 

A moment later the door was opened. 
We first entered. a court yard roofed 
by the sky and surrounded by stables. 
In one stall there was a loom at which 
a woman had been weaving a blanket 
and in another a boy was cutting up 
palm roots for firewood. 

This court was surrounded by mud

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LAND TITLE REGISTRATION. 


Imperfect and doubtful land titles constitute one of the most serious 
and important question with which Georgia has to deal today. It is 
but natural that the prevalence of doubtful titles should make non-residents 
hesitate about entering into deals in Georgia real estate, which they not 
infrequently desire to do for agricultural or industrial purposes, 

A well known Georgian, who came into the state a few years ago and 
invested extensively in peach orchards, calls prominent attention to this 
Situation from the standpoint of one who has investigated, and perhaps 
as many as a dozen instances have come under his observation wherein non- 
resident capitalists would have invested here or in other southern states 
had i, not been for the prevalent belief that southern titles are tog often 
questionable. One Atlanta real estate dealer recently had several deals, ag- 
gregating $50,000, turned down or suspended, in the course of a single 
month, because ,of flaws if the titles. 

Comparatively few such cases as this are sufficient to create a general 
feeling of doubt, particularly among those living outside the state and who 
are not familiar with local conditions. At any rate, that such a feeling has 
been created with regard to Georgia titles cannot be questioned. 

Here is a matter of importance to the people of the state with which the 
legislature may well concern itself. Already a committee, appointed at the 
direction of the legislature, after three years of hard work, has made a 
report urging the adoption of the Torrens system of registering land titles, 
with such modifications as could not fail to make it acceptable to the peo- 
ple of Georgia. The principal modification consists in making such regis- 
tration optional with the land owner, thus doing away with the hard- 
ships of legal requirement.

London, April 20.—Trading on the 
stock exchange during the week was 
very apathetic, with a gradual shrink- 
ing of values, but no particular weak- 
ness.

Foreigners scarce- 
ly moved during the wek, except the 
stocks in which Paris is interested, 
hardened slightly on support from that 
quarter. Americans were neglected by 
outsiders and the market simply moy- 
ed in sympathy with New York, the 
small dealings being left in the hands 
of professional operators. The uncer- 
tainty regarding the Harriman inquiry, 
the rumors of crop damage and the un- 
vertain outlook in the United States 
were the chief influences toward dull- 
ness and the gradual crumbling of 
values, which on the week were one 
to two points lower. Mexican rails 
moved erratically, owing to the earth- 
quake report, and today show losses of 
two to four points, though they closed 
above the lowest quotations of the 
week. 

The money market was glutted with 
supplies, and discount rates were 
weak, which strengthened the belief 
that the Bank of England must soon 
reduce its discount rate. There was 
some fear that France would gradually 
withdraw the $15,000,000 In gold lent 
at the end of last year, but it was 
added that, provided the foreign ex- 
changes remain firm, the Bank of Eng- 
land should get forthcoming fresh ar- 
rivals of gold, and so be in a position 
to lower the bank rate to 4 per cent.

There Was No Perceptible Current 
in the Price Movement ef Stocks 
on Saturday Until Just Re- 
fore the Clese of 
the Session. 
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New York, April 20.—There-.wasg no 
perceptible current in the price movement 
of stocks today until the last fifteen min- 
utes of trading, when prices stiffened 
slightly with a few of the speculative 
leaders in the advanee. The volume of 
dealings was insignificant. The unfavor- 
able bank statement was anticipated, and 
was ignored. In fact, the weakening bank 
position in New York is accepted es an 
index of actual relaxation of money con- 
ditions, since the expansion of New York 
bank loans is due to the taking over of 
loang from {nterior banks, which find no 
atiraction in the prevailing low level of 
interest rates in New York. Trust corh- 
panies also are out of the local loca) lean 


inarket, and the clearing house banks are 
left to meet the lemand for credits an“ to 
accept the diminished interest returns. 
The prevailing ease of the local money 
market ts having the effect also of 
prompting the paying off of maturing 
foreign obligations, as was shown by the 

firmness of the foreign exchange market 
today. The declining money rates, which 
continued in London today, do not seem 
to affect the progress of these remit- 
tances to pay foreign loans. The gain in 
casn by the banks was nearly equal to 
previous estimates. | 

Prices of bonds showed some slight 
improvement, but business in that de- 
"artment was profoundly lull. Total 
sales of bonds, par value $720,000. 

Dealings on the stock exchange this 
week have been almost wholly in profes- 
sional hands, and have been on a rapidly 
diminfShing scale. The app@rance of the 
market approaches semi-stagnation at 
times, the room traders themselves de- 
sisting from the apparetniy futile at- 
tempts to arouse any outside interest. 
One small feature by a stock exchange 
house, while not important in itself, was 
regarded as significant of the conse- 
quences of the severe decjine in prices 
which has oceurrel. It woes without say- 
ing that the market must bear the weight | 
of future efforts to repair damage and to} 
adjust crippled affairs which were una- 
ble to withstand the immediate results 
of the break in price while awaiting a 
more favorable oppgrtunity for reduction 
of burdens. This. condition gives cre- 
dence to all sorts of rumors of financial 
embarrassments, and makes the market 
sensitive. Such rumors reached the 
-banking field dyring the week, with unfa- 
vorable effect until correct information of 
the fact of a large shifting of deposits 
from one of the clearing house institu- 
tions, owing to a bank merger, relieved 
apprehension on the subject. 

The present mood of the speculation 
seems to be a waiting one. The money 
outlook is felt to be obscure still, and is 
the subject of keen scrutiny. Following 
last week's record lean expansion of the 
New YYork banks, there has been a pér- 
ceptible hardening of the money market 
this week. The influences which were 
responsible for that showing have con- 
tinued in foree this week, with a tenden- 
ey to encroach onthe credit of the 
banks. The reserve showing of the New 
YYork banks themselves is altered this 
week, owing to the expansion or the de- 
posit item tfnvolved in the inreas of 
loan. The money situation abroad has 
been affected by a movement of the Bank 
of France to recall from the London mar- 
ket funds advanced at the period of 
strain on that market. A~-movement of 
gold from London to Paris has been tre 
consequence. It is supposed that but for 
this development the Bank of Englend’s 
rate have been further reduced 
this week. Large issues of government 
scurities tn Berlin and London have been 
a factor in these money markets also. 

The industrial and crop outlooxs occupy 
a large share of attention, and the future 
of the stock market is believed to hinge 
to a large etxent on these factors. The 
stock market has been subjected to many 
unfavorable reports concerning the winter 
wheat crop during the week, but their 
influence has been moderated by the 
slight reflection in the wheat market 
itself. Mercantile agencies report no signs 
of reaction in the commercial field. Iron 
trade authorities also report a sustained 
demand. The United States Steel Cor- 
poration reports the opening of books for 
ateel rail orders for 1908 at unchanged 
prices, with large orders booked. Condi- 
tions in the copper market have been 
subject of rather acrimonious debates. 
Quotations in the London copper market 
and the New York metal exchange were 
the basis for the disputes, The Iron Trade 
asserts that requests have been received 
from copper wire manufacturerers to 
postpone copper deliveries. The copper 
atocks in the market have been affected 
by the uncertainties and have fluctuated 
irreglarly. The question of further rail- 
road financing, or of additional curtail- 
ment of improvement work ts a continued 
subiect of discussion and rumor. In the 
same connection. the further outgrowth of 
the government's policy towards corpora- 
tions, and especially toward railroads, is 
borne constantly in mind. The. stirring 
of activity in the political world in the 
preliminaries to next year's presidential 
contest is taken note of in the financial 
world and the stock market. A national 
polietical campaign is expected to have 
a repressive effect on stock market ac- 
tivity as a matter of course. 

The bond market has been dull and 
sluggish, and the undertone has been 
very heavy on that account.

‘MODEL HOMES 


FOR THE POOR 


BW YORK, April 20.—(Special.)— 
‘as @ result of a movement to im- 
prove the dwellings of the poor, 
inaugurated a few years ago by an as- 
sociation that numbers among its found- 
era Mr. Andrew Carnegie, Mr. anags 

Dn n, Mies Helen Gould and other 
euena’ Waaseted with philanthropic 
work in New York, four large groups of 
model tenement buildings for white oc- 
cupants and another for negroes, in all 
accommedating about 2,000 families, 
have been erected in the most densely 
populated sections of New York. These 
tanements are in the first degree sani- 
tary and wholesome and are amply pro- 
tected from fire. Though the enterprise 
was in its inception philanthropic, 50 
efficient has been the management, and 
so popular have they proved, that today 
the owners are actually receiving more 
than 4 per cent dividends upon the money 
invested. 

In addition 
one of these tenements is designed and 
built with particular reference to secur- 
ing safety from fire. The same ma- 
terials for fireproofing are found as in 
the big skyscrapers downtown. For ex- 
ample, the tenements on the Avenue A 
estate have nearly 25,000 square feet of 
hollow tile blocks in the floors, parti- 
tions, furring and roofs. In all the build- 
ings, stairways and air shafts are 
hedged in and all partitions between 
apartments are built with tile to prevent 
the possible spread of flames. During the 
ten years the association has been 
work its total losses from fire have only 
reached $400—or an average of $40 a 
year—though its insurance policies 
amount to $2,000,000. 

Seid Mr. George W. Fallon, secrayary 
of the: City and Suburban Homes Com- 
pany (the corporate name of the associa- 
tion), tn his office at Fourth avenue and 
Twenty-second street: 


BPXTENDING THE WORK. 

“We are extending our field of opera- 
tions. We have another estate on First 
avenue, east of Forty-firet street. One of 
the latest and finest groups of tenements 
is on Seventy-eighth and €eventy-ninth 
streets, between Avenue A and the Hast 
river. On the west side there are the 
Alfred Corning Clark buildings, Sixty- 
eighth and Sixty-ninth streets, compris- 
ing a group of nine model buildings, and 
the ‘Tuskegee,’ in Sixty-second street. 
The latter is a modern tenement for col- 
ored people, in the neighborhood of the 
notorious San Juan Hill. We hope soon 
to erect inore model tenements for col- 
ored people. 

“The nationality of the population in 
Our tenements is varied,’’ continued Mr. 
Fallon, with a emile, ‘They represent 
nearly every county on the globe: Ameri- 
cans, Austrians, Bohemians, Cubans, 
Dutch, English, French, German, Hun- 
garians, Irish, Italians, Norwegians, Rou- 
manians, Spanish, Swiss and West In- 
dians. They are engaged in more than 
two hundred different occupations. We 
have biacksmiths, bricklayers, chairwom- 
en, icemen, miners, plumbers, policemen, 
sailors, shoemakers, cabmen, 
cleaners and a host of others. On the 
other hand there are editors, engineers, 
custom house inspectors, brokers, musi- 
clans, railroad men, school teachers, 
stenographers and 
of our tenants is a writer of some note. 

Death Rate Ia Very Low. 

“The statistics of births and deaths in 
Jur tenements are interesting. In 1906 
there were |04 births and |7 deaths. On 
the Avenue A estate, where more than 
four hundred children live, there were 
only three deaths during the year—one 
from heart failure, one from a complica- 
tion of diseases and one from hemor- 


rhage. In the ‘Tuskegee’ there were no 
deaths at all. 

“This company has been working near-

New York’s tenement problem is vastly 
more urgent than London’s, yet in the 
English metropolis more than $1!00,000,- 
000 has been invested in improved homes 
for wage-earners, We need as much here; 
as it is we have only but a little over 
$5,000,000. As one of New York's most 
prominent men once said in this office, 
‘your company should have fifty to one 
hundred million of dollars to work with.’ 

“Fifty thousand model apartments for 
as many New York working men and 
their families would materially reduce 
the annual total of crime, vice and fil- 
ness in this city, and cut down public 
expenditures ip this connection. As it is, 
all that is possible is done for the chil- 
dren in our tenements. They enjoy life 
as far as we can help them to do so. 
Play rooms, entertainments, May parties, 
Christmas parties, weekly gatherings, all 
help to make life cheerful for them; but 
what we do for 500 we can do for 5,000.”’ 

A typical three-room tenement in one 
of the company’s blocks is occupied by a 
scrubwoman. For it she pays a rental! of 
$12 a month It is reached by a well- 
lighted, steam-heated hall and a stair- 
way built of fireproof material. Her 


three little rooms comprise a sitting room, 
kitchen and bedroom. The sunlight 
through the windows fall upon plain, neat 
furniture. Over in a corner, next to the 
radiator, is a cosy couch. Clean curtains 
hang on every window. In the kitchen a 
kettle sings on a gas range. Opposite are 
a couple of washtubs covered with oil- 
cloth. Next to these stand a sink and 
drainboard. In another corner is a slot 
gas meter. 

The next apartment, aceupied by 
stenographer, his wife and child, con- 
tains four rooms and bath. The parior 
is particularly cozy. Against one wal]

Washington, D. C., April 20—An ex- 
haustive investigation into all phases of 
the problem of immigre.qeén as it affects 
the United States, is about to be ge- 
gun by a national commissiom created for 
the purpose. The commtssion will meet 
in the room of the senate committee on 
the Philippines next Monday morning to 
perfect its organization and to discuss 
plans for and consider the scope of its

Members of Commission. 
The commission consists of nine mem- 


bers appointed under the immigration act 


passed by congress last winter. Three 
o fthem, Senators Dillingham, of Ver- 
mont, chairman of the immigration com- 
niittee; Lodge, of Massachisetts, and 
“Latimer, of South Carolina, were named 
by Vice President Fairbanks. Three rep- 
resentatives, Howell, of New Jersey, 
chairman of the house committee on im- 
migration and naturalization; Bennett, 
of New York, and Burnett, of Alabama, 
by Speaker Cannon, and three, Professor 
Charles P. Neill, commissioner of labor; 
Professor J. Wi Jenks, of Cornell, and 
‘William R. Wheeler, of Oakland, Cal., by 
President Roosevelt. 
NO LIMIT FIXBD. 

The law places no limit om the time 
the commission shall consume in making 
its inquiries or on the exipense it 
incur. The grovisions of the law under 
which the commission will operate are 
broad and it ig expected by the members 
to deal comprehensively and, if possible, 
conclusively with the subject. 

Commission to Go Abroad. 

While some work will be done by the 
commission in this country, by way of 
beginning its inquiry, the general idea
